The rumours of tho coining attack 
of the U.S. Treasury Department, di- 
roctod by Secretary Bristox-J^, on tho 
thedcnler.s in illicitly di.-itillod ■(vliiKkcy, 
have takeu shape in theannouDcoment 
that tba loUoiadDg BeizureBKwerei-,made 
on the 10th instftnt^ ^ Louia jQvo 
diatilloriea and'BU "r^cUfjlMg liouses; 
ut Chicago five'' SiatiUeH^Smnd throe 
rectifying hou-^os; at Milwniikoo six 
distilloriew and sov(.'ii rectifyingiiousea. 
Othor seizuroB aro to follow. 

This attack has been planned hy 
Secretary Bristow, M-ith the dirnot aid 
of Solicitor Bhiford AN'ilson. No one 
in the Iiitjrnid Rovcuue Department 
■was allowed to ki ow anything about 
it until the prapnrationa for •the" seiz- 
ures wore nearly complete. "Within 
ten days some papers aad^Qofli^bnt- 
aiy informatior) f rom ^Slri? DcfeglnaH' 
oflico were found to bo necessary, and 
the outlines of the ca.se wero commu- 
nicated to tho Commissiouer aufl a 
few others in hifl ofiSce: ' Almost im- 
mediately wordtwaa Bent'to-tbe^-inen*-- 
bora of the ring in ^the West. Tho 
plans of the government officers were, 
however, so nearly porfectcd, and the 
ilocumontuiy ovideuuo is so conclusive, 
that escape is said to bo impossible.

Meddle and Muddle; 



Some ouG oiigl t to wrilo a book and 
dedicate it "To tliG Attornoy-Gancrftl 
■who wouldn't let well onougb alono." 
A year ago a Eegiatratioii of Votois' 
Act passed the Houae. It wa3 con- 
ceded on all sides to bo a very good 
Act; which it might easily bo, sooiug 
that the Attoruoy-Genoral didn't druw 
it up. (It was introduced by a furmor- 
xnember of the Honae). The tluea 
XuaiD points of the Act were : Aboli- 
tioa°of duality in voting; six montliH' 
bona fido residence to entitle asubject 
to vote; and Chinese and Indians do 
barred. No one had anything to say 
against the Act. Two jale.otions had 
been held under it and no oompUint 
w«s'heard;but the Ministry presently 
professed to discover that the f ran- 
ohise ^as too liberal to suit the littlo 
game they were putting up for the 
geperal election. A new and Idas lib- 
eral measure must be brought down; 
but what excuse could be furnished 
th» House for it ? The Attorney-Ge n - 
eral suddenly remembered that the 
existing list had not received the Gov- 
• rnor-General's sanction. It was not 
disallowed ; but wos hfrld over ( which 
means that the Privy Council have a 
measure under consideration). Well, 
the Attorney-General came down to 
the House with the new Bill in hia 
hand and such a look of comical sor 
row in bis face; and in his most lach- 
rymose tone he regretted to say that 
the measure of last session, which was 
a good one, (with a patronizing bow 
towards the farmer-meruber) had not 
received tlie sanction of the Govern- 
General. Ho didn't know why it hadn't 
received that sanction. Ho supposed 
it was because it had not. He didn't 
wish to say that it had actually been 
disallowed, Ho couldn't say that it 
would bo disallowed. He could not 
say that it would not bo allowed. All 
he knew was, it still awaited the Gov- 
ernor-General's signature. Under the 
circumstances the Ministry had thought 
it beat to introduce another Bill to 
guard against accidents. Some one 
suggested a telegram to Ottawa; but 
the Attorney -General jn'of erred to 
await an ofiScial dispatch. In due time 
came an official dispatch uuuouuciug 
that the Act of the previous session 
had received the Vice-Regal sanction. 
Then the Attorney-General and his 
followers dropped the lachrymose and 
•nnmed the patriotic role. The ballot- 
box was sacred. It was the ''palla- 
dium of our libeiiies;" — the "magua- 
oharta of our rights" — and all that sort 
of stuff. If a man. who had resided 
le'ss than one year in a district should 
east a vote it would be con-tarn i-na- 
tionl Dreadful! The new Bill was 
passed; but without the anti Chinese 
and aborigine voting clause. The 
Attorney-General proposed to meet 
the omission witli a separate Hill, cle 
uyiug to llioso classes tliu righl of suf- 
frugo. Tliis Bill bus r(!acli(-d Otl^iw.i, 
and the opinion of the Ministry there 
M to its caustiiutionaUty may be ga- 
thered from an extract from the 
Globe - tue chief Minirttenul puoer — 
which wQgivo boloiv. Tiiu Bill will 
certainly bo disallowed. Tuero re- 
inains, thuu, the llu^'i.strau.ju of Vo- 
ters' Act of last sussiijii to bo consult- 
ed. Should that measure receive the 
Vice-llegsl sanctioii there will bo an 
end to tu.mboud sullirago in this Pro- 
vince forevur. Under l|je Act of tlu- 
session of 1874, as wo have explained, 
Gbinan^un and Indians are not Hutferod tu 
register. Under the present Act there 
is no such provision. The door to 
the franchise is tljrowu wide opun to 
the Mongolian and ai)(jrii,'uio. C,ip-in- 
hand the politician of the period nuisl 
adopt the bag-lrowsers aiul tlu; pi;^- 
tail. Armed with the chop-sticks In 
must eat chow chow and smoke opium 
with Pete Ah Funk and Hec Goo in 
Chinatown, and liaving by the adop- 
tion of tliioir attire and appmol secur- 
ed their iutluenco with their pooplo at 
the next election, ho must t-xcnaui^o 
his Celestial raiment 'i^r a blanket and 
adopt a dried-fish diet to secure the 
friendship of Kings Lo quit-liini and 
Sabiilah. Tiio picture i.i h>>i over- 
drawn. The meddling,' and muddling 
.disposition of Mr. Wulkem, which 
commenced by tinkeiing with the 
Tgrmsof Union, has ended in throw- 
ing open the ballot box to Intliaus and 
Chinamen! There is only one Ikjjk; 
loft: that the now I^ugistralion Act will 
be disallowed by the Ottawa Govoru- 
ment. What say you, voters of British 
^^Columbia: Was it not better to al- 
low "bone of your bone and flesh of 
your flesh" to vote after a six mouths' 
"bonatide" residence, than to run tlio 
risk of your votes being swauijiod by 
those of ChinoBO and Tudiaua ? 'JL'iio Glune 
say a: 

"Th« Local Legislature of British Gol- 
nmbia has juut passed a meaauro the 
policy ut which in more than, questioiia 
ble, and the legiihty of which is open to 
igravo doubts. Wo rofor to the law Ijy 
whioh all Imlians and OhincMo are de- 
prived of the friiuchiue, simply and 
•vp.wedlyon the ground of origin. It 
4«'gaite a possible thing that t|ie oom- 



IKu'iitive handful cit Aiiglo-Sa.'cous in Bri- 
lisli Columbia nniy rru.sunably fear that 
thoy will speedily bo outnumborod at tho 
l)olis by men who are iittei'ly ignorant 
anil iiiunvilizod; and tliey may naturally 
wish to have some protootioti against the 
tioming daiiger; but the plan' they ha^ e 
bit upon is about the worst that could be 
thought of, and introdvces all the jea- 
1 nisies and controver.sies connected with 
r ICO, and tlioso in tlio most ofTonsivo 
naiiner. Wo quite believe that a good 
nany of tho Indians and CliincKo aro un- 
iblo at jjresnnt to use the eleutivo fran- 
diiae with any meaanro of intelligence. 
So, however, aro a great many white men 
ind the law wnioh eufranohisea one and 
lisf ranchises another simply on account 
if cfilnnr or rufio, in at nnco unfair and 
tin-British. Do tho jieoplo in l^ritiah 
Columbia nean to say that let the Indian 
or tho Chinamen become as enlightened 
and consoientioua as any of tlie "tiue 
i.u'o, " let.him be natntalizel and per^ 
become a Professor in a University, 
vet ho sliall not beiiui (doctor simply lie- 
ciMisR of his color ov hia birth ? It is qnit<* 
loo lato m the day fur the inhabitant.s of 
:iny British Colmiy to speak or act after 
sueh fashion. L'it tho British Oolum- 
biaus pas.H an educational test for elec- 
tors which shall apply ecinally to' let 
classes, white, black and yellow, and elt 
•hem put that test as high at* tlioy please. 
No one in that case could possibly ob- 
ject, and no one could say that they were 
nelinfj iillni vifes. But it is altogether 
liillVront when tiiey i)nt a brand upon a 
'whole race, and tnko the imperial pre.o 
gative of naturalization into their oiv ii 
hands. The time has gone past for such 
a course being sneeessfnlly f(dlowed in 
imy part of tho British Empire. Other 
thiii-rs licinp; squid, a Biitisb aubjcct aiui 
I eitizen, of wb;:tever rucn, can .^laiiij 
Derfc'Cl equality before the law, and \n> 
idaim will be respected and made good, 
tiie lawM of British Colnmbia to the con 
trary notwithstanding."

Jiere is a story of yesterday , 
the nionil of which is obvious, and 
which shows that thieves keep . pace 
with the times, and modify, tb'eir 
schemes so as tio remain on a level with 
a more relinod civilization. A week 
or so ago, a well dressed gentleman, 
accompanied by a young and liand- 
soiiio lady, very elegant and very s'riy, 
followed by an irreproachably attired 
man-servant, installed themselves in 
apartments oa tho entresol of an ap- 
jiarently resi)ectablo house in the 
Avenue d'Eylau. Tho . rooms were 
completely furnished, the rent — G50 
francs a month-^-paid in advance, and 
thoy were let for two mbntbd. The 
gentleman, lady, and servant afTected 
a marked English accent, a circum- 
stance which proves nothing as to their 
nationality , for swindlers on a large 
scale have long made it a point to imi- 
tate foreign accents |o pierfeofcioOji to: 
pass for French fn England, for Ger- 
mans in Spain, for English in Franco, 
and for Si)anisii in Germany. Costume, 
manner, gait, and mode of saluting 
corresponded lo their accent. Thoy 
brought with them numerous trunks, 
conducting themselves as if they mount 
to make a long stay. Tho servant, who 
expressed liimnelf with difliculty in 
French, took his meals wilh tho con- 
cierge, and soon became friendly with 
everybody. He was thought to have 
a little curiosity, "but appeared much 
attached and very resjjcctful to bis 
master aiul mistress, and ho was very 
ready to stand a glass to tho servants 
of Lho rich iiouses around.. ]\Ionsieur 
.and Madame went out a good deal. 
Shopmen almost every day brought 
articles which they had bought and 
paid cash for. Among these was a 
ji'weller's oniploye, who brought some- 
thing or ollior nearly every day, sonio- 
linioi a ring, at other times ear-rings, 
studs, pins, &o. The concierge was 
more and more deferential to his weal- 
thy tenants. He calculated that with- 
in a week tiiey must have; spent about 
.S,OtH) fraijc.i. Tii" jewel ler aloue hud 
supplied them with articles worth 6,- 
UOU francs. Aa, however, the old ser- 
vant with his large blonde whiskt-rs 
and his iirejiossess iig air, always 
stood at the door, aa soon as a shop- 
man arrived he poiitely conducted hiiu 
to tho eiitre-iul so us to gave people the 
trouble lil accosting the co/icie;-f;e. rhaiik."* 
to this tho trailciineu — above hII the 
ji'widler — did nut know but that their 
<!aHt()mer.H occupied rooms furnished by 
them.selves. A lew days i.go Mon.-iieuv' 
and Mttduino treated for a set of dia 
uit uJa, for which the jeweller asked 112,- 
Oi)0 fraaes, and for which they offered 
hiin 100. OUO. After several visits. Mon- 
.siMu- L-alh-a aiid (.fTcrcl 106,000 francs, 
which v.iiH i,cci'[iti'il. Ho wi.slied to sur 
lirisu M.Klanie by giviiif^ the extra G.OOO 
fraiii's, for s'le was ill, anil he asked the 
jeweller to 'u-nd the (^aH^kut and bill to the 
Aveuuo d'Eylau. Wliun tho shopman 
orrived the servant was at tho door, and 
hastonbd to usUor him to tho enb'esol, 
Mon>i('iir wiis in the drawin<j room,wdueh 
bore trai;;is of .Mailniiie having hoen in it. 
.Vn old :-l)a\vl was thrown on a chair, a 
work huHket wns placed near tho window, 
ami oil a taldn in lho corner bundles up- 
paroutly of- bank autoa werein roadino.ss 
for settling the bill. The shopman on 
terod. J»Ionfiienr took the oaskot, nn<l, 
l)egt;iu;; tho Nhopman to wait, carried it 
to .Madame, who was in Ijcd. Tlio shop- 
man waited, looking throu(;h two or 
•three aninKiu^' new.siiaixirs which were ou 
a table luimiios the coiicli on whioU ho 
had beon directed to sit. Tho reading 
eutertaiuod him, but after glancing over 
the throe papers he raised his nyos, and, 
locking at tho tiniepieoo, ho perceived 
that it was motioniosa. Seized with a 
vague iin(Misinesa. he took out his watch. 
Ifo had been wailing three ipiartors of on 
hour. 111! ui.itiiielively rushod to tho 
table containiiif,' the bank iiote«. Ho bo- 
h'an to count thuui, but percoivod that 
thoy wero (uily pro.spuclnsea, IIo hur- 
ried to tho door leading to Jiladamo's 
room; it was locked, llo v^nt. from ono 
door of the ilrawiii^f-room to the other;

' Mr. Biggar, tho member for Cavan, 
enjoys at this moment the advantage 
of having been tin; most abused man 
of the session. .Mr. Biggar, who rep- 
resents a North Irish Oriuigo constitn- 
eney in tho Homo Rule interest, is 
generally unpopular in tho House.

The sLiuglitor of insectivorous birds 
lias beca abandoned, though they are 
not averse lo robbing the currant 
bushes and cherry trees, because the 
good they perforin is believed to more, 
tbaii counterbalance the evil they per- 
petrate.
